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1q The area of Camp herder and the adjoining; practice range was bordered by 
the Luckem"jalde-53choenefeld road on the north* the Pettkus-Liessen-Stuelpe- 
Schoencfeld road on the east and the ^arkendorf-Charlottenfelde road on the 
south . The houses in Held eh of were empty , The practice range is about 
2 km Tdde and has been cleared^ with the exception of some individual trees ■ 
and small patches of woods * In the camp proper only as many trees were cut 
as were needed for the construction of roads and, temporary barracks. 

2* An unsurfaced road about 3 km long and 20 meters wide runs north and south 
through the middle of the camp* About 500 temporary barracks, used as EM 
quarters, are lined up west of this road. Each building has a billeting 
capacity of 80 to 100 soldiers. Each building is 20 meters long and C meters 
wide* has rough board siding nailed to four corner posts and a pointed tar- 
paper roof* The buildings are not divided into sections but have doors on 
both sides. They are furnished with makeshift* wooden slat beds with 
straw bags for mattresses.. There are no lighting or heating facilities. 

Wash stands are outside the buildings. 

3* About 80 equipment sheds similar in size and structure to the EK quarters, 
are behind the temporary barracks. Some of the sheds are partitioned to 
house orderly rooms and have lighting facilities. Soldiers were repeatedly 
V seen receiving gas defense equipment, signal equipment and infantry 
arms from these sheds. 

lw Eight ET mess buildings with installed kettles and water^and lighting 

facilities are available. They also correspond to the quarters in size 
and structure. The five officers 1 kitchens have the same equipment as 
the Et! kitchens. 

5* Other structures include two shower houses, officer billets constructed 
like the quarters but equipped with beds, closets and lighting. 

6. The camp has three approach roads, from IJeuhof, V;erdor, and ^arkcndorf « 

The camp is not fenced in and is only marked by off-limits signs. Double 
sentries are post: d in the woods at irregular intervals. One sentry is 
posted between eve ry third, F£ quarter and in front of each equipment shed, 
orderly room and officers 1 billet. Guards constantly patrol the camp 
area and man two observation towers. 
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The northern section of the camp was occupied by the 7th Tank i-dv from 
Zerbst and Aosslau* according to the few German personnel accompanying the 
division. Officers of this division included Lieutenant Colonel lizakov 
(fm), a regimental coo*andcr$ Lieutenant Colonel Kolatov (fmi) 5 a supply 
officer; and Lieutenant Colonel hsrnikcv (:cnu) , whose assignment was 
not known*
